ANTWERP, Belgium — Cen- 
sored postcards reaching Jews 
in Belgium from their relatives 
in Nazi Poland throw some light 
on conditions in the occupied 
area. 

One Polish Jew wrote: “I must 
say that Uncle Lechem visits us 
very rarely.” The word “Le- 
chem” is Hebrew for bread, but 
the censor understood the impli- 
cation, for he added: “We have 
no bread for Jews.” 

Another wrote: “I am without 
any work, but I hope the situa- 
tion will improve.” The Nazi 
censor added the line: “No im- 
provements should be expected 
by Jews.” 

A posteard sent by a Belgian 
Jew to Poland was returned with 
the notation: “Undeliverable be- 
cause of epidemic.” A foo par- 
cel returned to a Belgian Jew 
from Poland carried the notation: 
“Addressee resides in ghetto, to 
which entrance is forbidden by 
authorities.”

Immigrants Bring 
Prosperity To U. S.

NEW. YORK—Immigrants make 
a major contribution to this coun- 
try’s prosperity, serving as large 
scale consumers of housing, agri- 
cultural products, manufactured 
goods and services, Felix S. Cohen, 
Government official and economist, 
concludes in a documented study 
published in the Contemporary 
Jewish Record, publication of the 
American Jewish Committee, 


Immigration continues to be a 
vital factor in the nation’s oppor- 
tunity for economic development, 
contends the writer, a member of 
the Board of Appeals of the De- 
partment of Interior and well- 
known as a lawyer. 


American economy was enabled 
to recover from previous depres- 
sions because of increasing mar- 
kets, “largely based on immigra- 
tion,” and immigration “took up 
the slack,” he writes. But, “in 
our present period of unemploy- 
ment, there is no sign anywhere 
of an expanding market.” 

The article finds that decreasing 
immigration tends to retard the 
normal growth of population and 
has the economic consequence of 
removing potential producers and 
consumers from our industry and 
from society. 

“Whatever obstructs the growth 
of population prevents the expan- 
sion of housing, agriculture and 
other consumer goods industries. 
Whatever prevents the expansion 
of consumer goods industries tends 
to make factory-building, machine 
production, construction, and road 
and railroad building unnecessary,” 
says the writer. 

~Making a comparison among ten 
states which have the highest av- 
erage foreign born population, or 
20.8 per hundred, and ten with 
only 0.6, the lowest, he shows that_ 
the states with the greater foreign- 
born figure also have the highest 
average income, or $549 as against 
$231. 


“If the hard facts of cash in- 
come mean anything, they mean 
that the popular theory that pros- 
perity occurs only in the absence 
of immigration, is untrue,” he con- 
cludes. 

The wealth of the highest in- 
come states is not the result of 
unusual natural resources or favor- 
able climate, but “is the result of 
the labor of countless immigrants 
who were not allowed or encour- 
aged to settle in regions more fa- 
vored by nature.” Nor do immi- 
grants threaten the American 
standard of living by working for 
lower wages and longer hours, In- 
stead, “immigrants, like other hu- 
man beings, try to get wages as 
high as the traffic will bear.”

Bias Speeded Poland’s 
Downfall Deputy Says

The restrictions, he believed, can 
be enforced. “It is a very serious 
attempt to do us a lot of harm,” he 
“But I don’t attach too much

From it I 
gather that Reform Judaism is re- 
tracing its steps toward the old 
traditional homestead. 

dt opens, in fact, with the prayer 
mother is supposed to say when she 
blesses the candle-lights on Sab- 
bath eve. In many a Reform home 
candle sticks have served only as 
decorations for table on the bigger 
occasions when mother is giving a 
dinner to all the people to whom 
she feels obligated. 

As Reform turns back toward 
the right its first thought, in this 
prayer book, has to do with the 
nostalgic memory of old mothers 
raising their hands before their 
eyes on the Sabbath eve and bless- 
ing the lights. 

Yes, says Reform, let’s go back 
to that, let’s go back to a lot of 
other things we left behind on the 
streamlined way of Reform Juda- 
ism. Some of the old traditional 
|prayers, long ago deleted, have 
|been put back in the new prayer 
book. There is much more Hebrew 
in it than in the prayer book that 
is being discarded. 

[In former times many of the 
Reform communion regarded He- 
brew as a dead language, an en- 
cumberance to a religion that was 
trying to keep up with the times. 
Indeed, in some of the temples par- 
ents were opposed to Hebrew in- 
structions for their children and 
only recently Hebrew has become 
compulsory in the Sabbath schools 
of most temples. ] 

There is even a prayer for Pal- 
estine in the new Reform prayer 
book: “Uphold also the hands of 
our brothers who toil to rebuild 
Zion. In their pilgrimage among 
the nations, Thy people have al- 
ways turned in love to the land 
where Israel was born, where our 
prophets taught their imperishable 
messages of justice and brother- 
hood and where our psalmists sang 
their deathless songs of love for 
Thee and of Thy love for us and 
all humanity. Ever enshrined in 
the hearts of Israel was the hope 
that Zion might be restored, not 
for their own pride or vainglory, 
but as a living witness to the 
truth of Thy word which shall lead 
the nations to the reign of peace. 
Grant us strength that with Thy 
help we may bring a new light to 
shine upon Zion. Imbue us who live 
in lands of freedom with a sense 
of Israel’s spiritual unity that we 
may share joyously in the work of 
redemption so that from Zion shall 
go forth the law and the word of 
God from Jerusalem.” 

* * * 
Now this is not quite what the 

Zionists who want a Jewish 
state would pray for but it is a 
long way from the old Reformers. 
Their old prayer book ignored Pal- 
estine and the aspirations toward 
Zion.

The Editor’s Chair: 

The Post has made many friends, 
and certainly in the past few years 
it has made giant strides forward; 
yet there are some hard-working 
individuals who, because The Post 
tries to run its own paper and 
won’t listen to those who try to dic- 
tate to it, still fight against our 
policy of re-writing the news sto- 
ries as they come into our office. 


The sad part about these people 
is that this editor’s chair won’t 
change their minds. They’ll read 
this and wonder whom I’m speak- 
ing-of, or else get angry and say 
who does he think he is; and that 
is that. Only one thing will change 
them—time. In the past few years 
I have watched individuals who 
steadfastly and continuously bucked 
their heads up against our policy, 
change their minds and concede 
that when their activities war- 
ranted, when they had something 
of vital interest to the community, 
The Post was more than gracious 
in its news coverage. 

The alternative, that of printing 
everything that comes in, just as 
it comes in and as lengthy as it 
comes in, and on page one as it is 
invariably marked, is on the sur- 
face an impossibility and would 
lead to a situation where the long- 
est winded and the loudest talking 
organizations would pre-empt the 
front page to the eventual injury 
of everybody. 

If we printed everything that lo- 
cal organizations sent in, there 
definitely would be no editorial 
page, “Film Folk,” “Plain Talk,” 
“Strictly Confidential’ and “Be- 
tween You and Me” would have to 
be left out, and certainly there 
wouldn’t be room for any national 
or international news. As a result, 
people wouldn’t buy the paper, and 
even if we printed everything that 
organization A, B and C sent in, 
no one would read it. 


So what do we do? We take an 
article which starts out about a 
regular meeting of organization A 
and then rambles on for a half 
page before it gets down to the 
program and the time and place, 
and we put the program, time and 
place right smack in sentence one. 
‘Every organization has been meet- 
ing for ten or fiften years or more, 
and the fact that a meeting is be- 
ing held is not particularly news. 
What is news, and what will make 
the meeting attractive enough for 
doubtfuls to attend, is the program. 
So, in reality, although we con- 
dense, and although we delete out- 
landish statements about this being 
the greatest meeting in the history

HE ANSWER to those who feel so helpless in 

the face of the outrageous and unbelieveable 
horror and destruction visited upon the Jews of 
Europe may be found in some measure in the 
approaching Jewish Welfare Fund Drive.

HEN LOUIS J. BORINSTEIN Tuesday night

Current Comment 


In These Days of Scant Attendance, Building 
of a New Synagogue Would Be Puzzling, But Not 
So With the Free Synagogue, Says the Jewish 
Standard of Jersey City—Details of the plan for 
the erection of a new one-half million dollar cen- 
ter for the Free Synagogue were made public 
this week. Formal announcement of plans for the 
edifice will be made next Sunday as part of the 
ceremonies marking the sixty-sixth birthday of 
Rabbi Stephen S. Wise. It is announced that the 
cornerstone will be laid in June. 


In these days when there are such beautiful 
synagogues throughout the country that are very 
meagerly attended and whose membership rolls 
are very scant, an announcement of the building 
of a new temple seems to be rather puzzling. 
But when the circumstances and the history of 
the Free Synagogue are known, one can readily 
understand that the building of another magnifi- 
cent synagogue doesn’t seem a waste but rather 
becomes a symbol] of encouragement and inspira- 
tion to all other synagogal life and activity. 


Rabbi Wise himself is an institution in Jewish 
life. His leadership in Jewry since the beginning 
of the century has been a blessing. Individually 
he has been responsible for so much Jewish ac- 
tivity and interest, not only in Jewish life in 
general, but in Zionism, that it is almost impos- 
sible to conceive that whatever strength we find 
in Zionism and in Jewish life could have existed 
without the inspiration of his leadership and 
genius. 


The dedication of this magnificent edifice will 
really be a permanent landmark and monument 
to the greatness of the name of Rabbi Wise, not 
only to this generation while he is alive, but to 
Jewish generations that will come after his mortal 
existence. This will be one synagogue which will 
never want for a congregation and complete audi- 
ence, particularly while Rabbi Wise will be there. 


From its pulpit, as in the past in Carnegie Hall 
where the Free Synagogue existed, will issue the 


clarion call to more fervent Judaism and an in- 
spired Zionism. Likewise from its pulpit will 
issue many scholarly thoughts from the best con- 
temporary writers and thinkers. All in all, it will 
be a great institution for our people and a monu- 
ment of reverence and pride to the entire non- 
Jewish world. 


May this temple be speedily built so that its 
goodness and light may soon emanate therefrom.

Speaker Urging Courage and Self-Respect Ap- 
plauded, Rabbi Louis I. Newman Says—A repre- 


sentative of a leading “self-defense” organiza- 
tion, speaking at a meeting of the Jewish Teach- 
ers’ Association in New York City, gave elaborate 
advice as to the etiquette to be followed in com- 
batting anti-Semitism. He urged “discretion, :re- 
straint,” etc. The audience listened in cold silence. 
Rabbi Perlzweig who followed took issue with the 
“self-defense” organization’s factotum. He urged 
Jews to meet anti-Semitism with true discretion 
and restraint, born not out of a hush-hush policy, 
but out of courage and self-respect. The audience 
rose to its feet and cheered him. 


It is obvious that there are at least two “self- 
defense” organizations in this country who are 
persisting in their policy to. muzzle and control 
Jewish public opinion. Having been rebuffed in 
their attempt to dictate to the rabbis and to 
“instruct” them, they are turning in other direc- 
tions. There is grave danger in this situation, 
and we believe the Jewish laity, particularly those 
who have a role in formulating Jewish public 
opinion and policy, should be warned as to the 
perils involved. A general discussion of issues is 
salutary but pontifical “advice” from on high is 
repugnant to Jewish sensibilities and to Jewish 
intelligence.
